The longer we feed hogs, the more 
firmly are we convinced that a liber- 
al supply of 'tils and minerals is 
one of the prime requisites for rais 
ing healthy hogs — especially here in 
the com belt when food is naturally 
detieieut along those line*. In his 
wild >tatr the hog gathered his owu 
salts and mineral and «>» as healthy 
as any other wild autmal. In his 
domesticated state we must furnish 
him with the»e substance* which his 
system crates, if we would have him 
enjoy his former health and vigor. 
As soon a* the little pig* are big 
enough to drink slop they should 
hate a little lime water mixed with 
it daily . Lime water has a tendency 
to prevent scour* and at the *atne 
time aids in forming good strong 
bone. The writer never knew hogs 
that were fed lime wa'cr in their 
»lop while they were pigs to break 
down. As the pigs grow older they 
should be fed a liberal supply of 
charcoal every week. Charcoal is a 
great absorbent and i* very effective 
in ridding the pig s system of the 
impuritie* which are constantly 
gathering there. It also *trengthens 
the bone and helps to keep the in- 
testines free from worms. To make 
charcoal simply rake up the cobs in 
the hog lot into piles of two or three 
bushels each aud burn them. When 
the cobs have burned until the pile 
is a glowing mass, put out the tire 
with salty water. Then see with 
what eagerneas the hogs and pigs 
will devour every vistage of the re- 
main* "Kternal vigilance is the 
price of success in the swine busi- 
ness t« it is in every other walk of 
life.

Knowing the interest that would 
attach to the view* of William Jen- 
nings Biyan on the subject of Inland

Here is hi- statement made in a let 
ter to the Trade-man 

"Am in favor of waterways, a- 
many as can be secured as fast a- we 
cau secure them. The heavier kinds 
of merchandise can be hauled more 
cheaply by watar thuu by rail and 
waterways would no*, ouly reduce the 
rates on -uch oomuiorities, hut relieve 
the couge-tion of railroad traffic. I 
am not prepared to discuss all the 
details connected with this question, 
or to lav down an indexible rule as 
to state or federal coutrol. Shall be 
glad to consider the argument pre 
seated.
